Dear Confused, It was was a mistake. The Berkeley, Callf.,- 
I based Bay Area Center For Voting Research examined the 
I voting patterns of 237 American cities with populations over 
100,000, and based its results on the percentage of voters 
I choosing a liberal or conservative candidate in the 2004 
presidential election. But the survey group reversed Allentown’s 
numbers, totally skewing the list. They said Allentown went 33%

Dear Denise, Between the baby's expenses and health 
insurance for my partner and me (we both work in healthcare, 
where domestic partner bens are not available) and the increase 
in gas prices, we are feeling a financial pinch. We’re currently 
considering a new auto. How do you feel about the hybrids? 
Signed, Squeezed 

Dear Squeezed, Trading In your old car solely for the purpose 
of getting a car with better gas mileage rarely pays off. Paying an 
exorbitant amount for a hybrid, for instance, to save money on 
gas, often requires years to truly recoup the savings, especially 
when some of these cars are going for over-sticker prices. But, if 
you're jonesing for a hot hybrid, like the Toyota Prius at 60 mpg, 
remember the car that might be on a long waiting list could be 
located more easily on the internet out of your buying area. 

Edmunds.com, a good online resource for auto reviews, 
buying tips and new and used car deals, has compiled a list of 
the 10 most fuel-efficient cars currently sold in the US, based on 
the Environmental Protection Agency's miles-per-gallon ratings, 
listed as city/highway ratio. The Top 10 list is (most ratings are 
with manual transmission): 1. Honda Insight-61/66; 2. Toyota Prius- 
60/51; 3. Honda Civic Hybrid-45/51; 4. Volkswagen Golf TDI-38/46, 
Volkswagen Jetta TDI-38/46, Volkswagen New Beetle TDI-38/46; 5. 
Honda Civic HX-36/44; 6. Toyota Echo-35/42; 7. Toyota Corolla-32/4; 
8.. Scion xA-32/37; 9. Honda Accord Hybrld-30/37, Pontiac Vlbe- 
30/36, Toyota Maitrix-30/36, Scion xB-31/35; 10. Dodge Neon-29/36, 
Toyota CelicaGT-29/36, Volkswagen New Beetle TDI-38/46. 

You may have noticed many cars on the list are not among the 
priciest hybrids, yet get excellent gas mileage. These cars will 
not be selling for inflated prices, which means you will save on 
the purchase and gasoline at the same time. 

Changing Tax Laws for New Hybrid Buyers- Right now, and 
through Dec.31, tax law provides new hybrid buyers with up to 
$2,000 in tax deductions. However, If you wait until January 1, a 
new law will replace the deductions with tax credits that can 
reach $3,400. Tax experts are quick to point out that credits are 
significantly more valuable than deductions. Why? Because 
deductions merely reduce the amount of income that Is subject 
to tax, but a credit reduces the tax owed on a dollar-for-dollar 
basis. In real dollarsthis means a $2,000 credit saves $2,000. 

Yet there’s more to the equation. By using the Department of 
Energy's web site and steering to the Hybrid Electric Vehicle 
(HEV) Cost CalculatorTool, the numbers show a relatively small 
savings Incurred by using a typical hybrid vehicle - generally 
between $300-$600 a year, when calculated over a 7-year 
period. However, the resale value may be higher for the hybrid. 
And environmentally, by driving the Honda Civic Hybrid for 
seven years you'd save planet Earth about 16,178 lbs. of carbon 
dioxide emissions, which is In Itself a worthy reason for choosing

HATE CRIMES BILL PASSES HOUSE 

The US House of Representatives added 
language to legislation to extend existing federal 
hate crimes laws that already cover crimes 
motivated by race, color, national origin and 
religion to include crimes based on actual or 
perceived gender, sexual orientation, disability 
and gender identity The vote on the amendment 
was 223 to 199. The full bill later passed the 
House overwhelmingly. The legislation must 
now be passed by the Senate.

WE WON... ALLENTOWN'S

The city of Allentown has won the appeal In the Pennsylvania 
Commonwealth Court in support of the Allentown Anti- 
Discrimination Ordinance. That means the lawsuit to overturn 
Allentown's Anti-Discrimination Ordinance's inclusion of sexual 
orientation and gender identity has been unsuccessful. We had 
lost in the lower court but he higher court found for us in the appeal. 
The anti-gay side had 30 days to appeal to the State Supreme 
Court, but they did not do so and the time is up. Thanks go out to the 
excellent (pro-bono!) work of the city’s legal defense team led by 
Dan Anders of Pepper Hamilton LLP (see page 7 for the rest of the team).

of the amendment, acknowledging that the effort to 
mount a Massachusetts State Constitutional 
Amendment has been defeated in the State Senate 
because many who were for it have now reversed 
their votes. The vote was 157-39 against the anti-gay 
Amendment.
